1 . One morning in the first half of August I 953 , three Jet aircraft were 
■^served flying over Pervouralsk (W 56 - 5 ^, E 59-58) in the direction 
from Sverdlovsk to Moscow. 

2. Conspicuous on the aircraft were the narrow front air Intake and the 
slightly curved leading edges of the delta-shaped wings . 

3 . The aircraft flew at an approximate height of 2^900 meters. There were no 
vapor trails vlsihle. 

The speed of aircraft was estimated at 900 to 1^000 kilometers per hour. 
The sound of the engines could only be heard after the aircraft had 
passed overhead.
